the governor. When the governor is- 
sued a proclamation revoking the com- 
mission given by his predecessor to 
Mr Jackson, the director-genet al sus- 
pended the executive commissioner, 
and received a protest froin the exhib- 
itors which Mr Jackson represented.

THE TRKASURY SITUATION. 


Slffns ot Improvement aa the Uonth 


Draws to a Close. 


WASHINGTON Oct 27 —The treasury 


situation, ah tlie month draws to a 
close, shows ligns of improvement. 
The receipts still lag behind those of 
last October, but pension payments are 
beginning to show a substantial de- 
crease, and for this month will not 
probably exceed $11,000,000. 


With the interest which was paid 


Octobei 1 taken out ofj^e cash the net 
excess of expenditures over receipts for 
the month will probably not be more 
than 16,000,000, or about 120,000,000 in 
excess of receipts for the first four 
months of the fiscal yeai 
An encour- 


aging sipn is the increase of the? gold 
reserve, which to-day stands at nearly 
883,000,000 
This increase has been 


brought about by increased gold pay 
merits on account of customs and by 
less gold being paid out in the ordinary 
course of treasury business 
QThis has been made possible by the 
fact that the treasury, by working an 
extra force over hours has caught up 
to some slight extent with the accumu- 
lated paper cunency awaiting re- 
demption 
The amount thus tied up 


has now been made available and has 
been paid out, where had it not been 
on hand gold would have been used to 
mi'et current expenses It is believe 
that tlie ledemption will keep ahead 
of the needs of the currency and thus 
(five the goldieserve an opportunity to 
strengthen itself

Some Mistaken Impreaslons About th« ABl- 


The mountain lion is remarkable f01- 


its wide geographical range. In thu 
Adirondacks it is comparatively com- 
mon, 
and known us tuc painter among 


the woodsmen. In fact, it ranges both 
continents, trom the Straits of Magel- 
lan north to Canada. In South Amer- 
ica it is known as the puma; in Califor- 
nia tae American lion or cougar, while 
the carcajou and catamount ore other 
titles given to it in various lands. 


The American lion, however, is its 


true title, as it is tho largest cat in this 
country, and takes tnopli&oe of the lion 
here 
Long, slender and graceful inj 


its motions, lithe and powerful, it is 
the type of agility and strength, and if 
it does not possess the courage of the 
African eat, it has quite enough, when 
hemmed in, to give the hunter a good 
flght 
Specimens have been killed in this 


country six feet in length, including- 
the tail and this may be considered tlic 
maximum size. In such an animal the 
height at the shoulder would be about 
two feet and one or two inches. 


A puma wus exhibited in San Fran- 


cisco a few years ago that was nearly 
a? large as an African lioness, measur- 
ing four feet from the tip of the nose 
to the root of the tail. In contrasting 
the puma with others, it has been ob- 
served that its head is smaller in pro- 
portion to the size of the body than all 
othei cats, except, perhaps, the leop- 
ard.The skull is about eight inches long 
and five and three-eighths inches wide. 
The color of the pumas ib generally of 
a uniform reddish brown, becoming 
lighter below. There are no markings, 
except in the young, upon which there 
are several rows of stripes and spots on 
the back and sides 


The panther has been the subject of 


many thrilling adventures in books, 
but well authenticated instances of 
these animals voluntarily attacking a 
human being are rare, though when 
wounded they make a savage resist- 
ance. 


So, too, the books contain the ac- 


counts of the roars of the panther when 
it was wandering about the camp at 
night. Properly speaking, the pan- 
ther's cry is more of a'yell, like that of 
a human being in pain, than a roar, 
and, unless very hungry, it is silent 
when in quest of prey.—-Golden Days.

Tbe Weekly Pay law. 


Tbe folly of the legislature trying to 
ijnlate the buying and selling and time 
t paying for labor has again been de- 
ared by tbe supreme court ot the stats 
n its decision rendered yesterday at 
ttawa declaring tbe weekly pay law nn- 
onstitntional. The court holds that tbe 
restriction ot the right to contract affects 


at only the corporation and restricts ite 
ght to contract, but that of the employe 
well. In this state and under this law 


o such contract could be made. The 
mploye who sought to work for one of 
he corporations enumerated in the act 
would find himself incapable of contract- 
ing aa other laborers in the state mtgbt 
o. The contractors would be prohibited 
ntering into sneh a contract, and if they 
id so the contract would be voidable at 
he will of tbe employe and the employer 
nbjeot t» a penalty for making it. The 
mploye would, therefore, be restricted 
rom making Bach a contract u would 
nsure to him support during an unset- 
led condition ot affaire and the residue 
f his wages when the product of bis 
abor could bo sold. 
Laboren would, 


y the act, be practically under gosrd- 
anship, and their contracts voidable, as 
t they were minors. 
Their right to 


freely contract for and to receive the 


snefit ot their labor aa others might do 


would be denied them. 


These foolish laws are the result ot the 
lemagognery that has characterized onr 
lolitics in the past tew years and through 
rhioh the eo-aalled laboring people have 
been brought to think that inch lawe as 
tie weekly pay law inure to their benefit. 
AU attempt to give labor or it* employer 
penal right* by law, is foolish and 
dangerous, and no one teaohaa tbat tbeoe 
hingH should be done except those 
whose motives an to deceive working, 
man, or those who have, been deceived- 
The friends of the laboringmen are not 
hose who appeal to then- prejudices on 
pecialties, but fchote statesmen who 
each a eystem of political economies 
hat creates a demand tor labor. 
When 


here is no demand for labor, no special 
aws are needed. 
When then ia a de- 


maud tor labor and labor ie fully em- 
ployed, outside ot laws to enable tbe 
enforcement of contracts, no laws an 
necessary. Under such conditions the 
employer and employe can arrange tbeir 
own affairs it left alone by danguou 
busybody's.

Defendant Strotom win Try for ft 


Hew Triml-Court order* 


All decent people m the community 


will rejoice to learn that in the oase ot 
The People vs. Harry L.Strobm, on trial 
for causing en immoral paper, known a* 
the Sunday Sun, to be sold in Deoatnr, 
tbe jury, after bearing the evidence and 
arguments, to-day brought in a verdict 
of guilty on each of the four counts in 
the indictment The msximnm penalty 
under the statutes is a fine of ttMMO, or 
three y«ars imprisonment in the oounty 
jail, or both in th* discretion ot the court. 
But tbe esnteiMM will not b» inflicted just 
now. 
The detente have entered a 


motion for a new trial, and arguments on 
that motion will hav* to be heard by 
Judge Vail before Strohm can be called 
np before tbe bar to bear hi* sentence. 


The members of the jury who brought 


in the eommendabl* verdict were Frank 
Eater, David Stiokel, Joeeph Dennis, 
Marion Phillips, Joel R. Ely, A. D. 
Rislsy, Dongias Nowlin, Jasper Vesob, J. 
William*, J. B. Hoekenmitb, I. B. 
Hughs* aadJ.M. Baton. They got the 
oase yesterday afternoon and ware out 
all night wrestling with the case. 
All 


were agreed that th* Sun is an immoral 
paper and that it is degrading and 
pernicious, bnt there were two members 
of tbe jury who thought for awhile that 
Strohm ought to be acquitted, because be 
was only the attorney for tbe Sun com- 
pany. This morning, however, the two 
gentlemen came over to the solid ten, and 
signed the verdict of guilty. 


This case has been in tbe courts for 


nearly two years. It started in the jus- 
tices' courts and was fought vigorously 
until Strohm and Preston were put un- 
der bonds to await the action of the 
grand jury. Both were indicted. At 
the trial of Strohm State's Attorney 
Mills and Attorney C. C. Lsforgee con- 
ducted tbe prosecution like veteran gen- 
erals and at no stage of the hearing did 
they allow any important point affecting 
the guilt of the defendant escape pre- 
sentment to the jury. And in their argu- 
ment* they elaborated the point* and 
laid considerable stress upon the bad 
character ot the paper. Mr. Strohm 
writhed under tbe cutting remarks of 
Hills and Leforgse. 


Attorney Gray did the bsat be could 


for Strohm and the Sun. He objected 
to Strohm going* on the witness stand in 
his own behalf, and bluntly told him 
that if he did so and made a monkey of 
himself he (Gray) would drop the oase 
and walk out of court. Bnt Oray didn't 
throw np the case. He was in it to the 
end, 
and will make his argument for a 


new trial. 


Mr. Strohm was cean by the reporter 


one hour after the verdict ot guilty wa9 


read. He was then in the offloe of the 
State's Attorney, with his hat off, sitting 
at a desk, busily engaged in writing out 
points on which he will base his argu- 
ment tor a new trial. He said: "lam 
quite confident of securing a new trial. 
I am pretty sure of it. The verdict oac- 
noc stand. If I do not, the ssntenoe can- 
not be greater than a $3,000 fine and 
three years in the county jail." 


The people generally are aware of the 


fact that recently the street sale et the 
Sun in Deoatnr was reanmed. Nobody 
baa made a kick sgaitut the sals ot the 
paper, bnt it is now balieved that the 
authorities will take qniok action by the 
arrest ot the newsboys, or by serving in- 
j motions on local sgents to stop the 
circulation of the paper in Docatnr.

prices la to feed it to hogs.

suit has been that tbe farmer has got 
more than twice as mnoh for bis wheat 
in this form as he could have realisei 
for it by selling the gtaiu itself. 
When 


hogs are only •li*' cents a pound tut 
farmer can get at least 81 a bushel foi 
his wheat converted into pork. 
This 


has been demonstrated by so many ex 
periments in this state that it is safe to 
set it down as a role. Moreover, in tbi 
way the farmer can eaoape a very larg 
ebare of the charges for transporting hi 
wheat to market. It is the mnut prouta 
ble business now vtithm Uie reach ot th 
fanner to condense his whett into porl 
Bat barley, which is a surer crop, wi 
answer exactly tbe same purpose. Hog 
fed on wheat or barley command a iiiitb* 
price than the corn fed animals. Th 
quality of the pork is many degree 
batter.
